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Adeiphi Eheatre, 
The Irish Girl, Don Juan, and “ Wanted a Governess,’”’ were the 
performances here last night.—The house was full. 


Ar an early hour last night the doors of this Theatre were beseiged 
by crowds anxious to witness the reception of Miss Paton, who has, 
so usfortunately, occupied too much of public attention lately, Before 
the rise of the curtain every corner of the house was crowded to exeess. 
The Opera was The Barber of Seville; the moment Rosina appeared 
at the balcony, the Theatre rang with applause; the people in the pit 
waved their hats, and some of the ladies in the boxes their handker- 
chiefs; if there wereany hisses they were drowned in the applause, we 
heard them not ; Miss Paton acknowledged her reception by the deepest 
reverences, and commenced her song, which she executed with the 
most perfect skill aud eelf-possession, not a nerve trembled, no agita- 
tion marred her splendid execution, but every note, every cadence, was 
dwelt upon with the most perfect precision. From this moment Miss 
Paton's performance was 8 perpetual triamph, she felt that she had 
passed the rubieon, and might defy the Bishop of Rochester and all 
his works. On her entrée, upon the scene, the plaudits were renewed; . 
she then sang ‘ Tyrant soon I'l! burst thy chains,’ evidently with her 
whole soul; the scorn and indignation with which she gave the two 
first lies, and the exquisite tenderness of the transition to the words 
“ Passion’s transports fire my veins,” shewed plainly she was applying 
them to her own situation ; the words Rosina utters immediately after- 
wards we do not exactly recollect, bat they are something like “ Is it 
8 crime to fly from a tyrant?” Miss Paton gave them with pointed 
energy, and they were seized upon by the house, which rang with ap- 
plause. Every other allusion to her particular situation was caught 
by the audience with the same enthusiasm ; when she pttered the sen- 
tance justifying Rosina'e deceiving her guardian, on the score of his 
tyranny, some one in the gallery exclaimed, ‘‘ That's a slep at Billy 
Lennox.” Miss Paton’s execution of ‘ An old man would wooing,’ was 
as brilliant as we ever recollect it to have been ; it was vehemently en- 
cored. Clari followed, and was as favorably received as the Opera, 
At the conclusion, Miss Paton was loudly called for ;—after some 
hesitation she appeared, led on by Mr. P. Farren, and acknowledged, 
the applause of the house by the most profound reverences. The late- 
ness of the hour, and want of space, prevent our extending oer re- 
marks until to-morrow ; though we rejoice at Miss Paton’s reception, 
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we do not approve of her selecting pieces,applicable to her own sitaa- 
tion, of which more anun. Separation and Reparation commenced at 
midnight. 

To the Editor of The Theatrical Observer. 

Srr.—I have frequently observed your amusing pages devoted to the 
exposure and correction of abuses in, and about, the Theatres. The 
large houses are now soon to open, and as one of them, isin the hands 
of a new Proprietor, he may probably be more ready to attend.to any 
suggestion for the comfort of his audiences, Every person who is in 
the habit, like myself, of attending the boxes of the Theatres, must 
often have been exposed to the nuisance of the draughts of air, from 
the open doors, which are, after half-price commences, being perpe- 
tually flung open, either by the ladies of the saloon, or the under-bred 
persons who lounge about the lobbies ; as it would be hopelees to teach 
either of these classes, the common rules of decency, one cannot ex- 
pect to make them ever think of shutting a door after them ; I would 
therefore suggest a remedy which would be attended with very little 
expence, namely, to have springs put to all the box-doors, so that 
they shall close of themselves, by having also an edge of woollen put 
to them, they would shut without any noise..” If this simple remedy 
be too expensive for managerial frugality, which now seems to be the 
order of the day, let the box-keepers be compelled to be constantly on 
the watch to clore the doors, instead of lounging about on the sofas 
in the passages, only moving when the hope of a-fee instigates them. 
This plan would-not be half so effectual, as the first I have mentioned, 
I only give it as a dernier ressort.
